If there is any lesson that has been made painfully evident 
to any man, woman or youngster, who is capable of thinking, | 
it is that labor’s only hope is to organize, as never before, | 
because the forces arrayed against it are far more powerful | 
than at any previous time in the history of this earth. 

Such organization of labor must be based on intelligence 
and common sense, for the reason that there is nothing, 
which is more self-destructive, than irresistible but blind| 
organized power turned loose without aim or direction. But | 
we must have more organization of labor and it needs to be | 
far more powerful and united than ever before, if we are to| 
hold our own in the struggles, which lie ahead. 


That methods, which sufficed and got by in a fashion in| 


the past, are no longer sufficient nor capable of coping with 
the rising storm of opposition, which is being nursed and 
fomented to wreck organized labor, has been amply demon- 
strated in Italy and Germany, where labor unions have been 
outlawed by the decrees of usurping dictatorships, and their 
labor temples, their newspapers, and their co-operatives 
confiscated. 

Labor is no more secure in the United States than in any 
country in Europe unless labor in every walk of life will 
take advantage of the golden present to exercise their right 
to organize and by so doing fortify themselves against any 
contingency which may arise and be prepared to defend their 
present rights with whatever means may be necessary to 
preserve them and prevent them from being abrogated by a 
usurping dictatorship. 

Labor must organize, as never before. Not next year or 
the year after, but this year, for the simple reason that, far- 
fetched as it may seem, if labor fails to increase its member- 
ship tremendously between now and next year a coup may be 
pulled when least expected, and then, if it should go over, 
any effort at free speech, free assembly or petitions for the 
redress of grievances, as now are explicitly guaranteed by 
the constitution of the United States, would likely be crushed 
with bullets fired under the orders of those who now stand | 
ready to use existing authority and laws, the first moment | 
the masses of the people may get to sleeping on their liberties | 
to a great enough degree to enable these would-be dictators | 
to crush the resistence of the few who may be awake. 

Labor's hope lies in getting organized, as never before. 
Labor must act promptly and with unyielding determination. |

ordinances against labor, may wake up some day to learm 
when it is too late, that what they are now doing will prove 
one of the most effective means of reducing them to a state 
of serfdom, more helpless and horrible than was the lot of 
the serfs of bygone ages. 

The time which still remains to act is apt to be much 
less than most people realize. 

If labor will double, yea, quadruple its present member- 
ship during the next twelye months is can in that way save 
the day, by using such increased power intelligently. 

On the other hand if labor rests on its oars and mostly | 
sleeps, while the gains of past generations of struggle and 
sacrifice are stealthily being taken away, what will happen? 
If, instead of taking the necessary steps to protect themselves, 
the workers simply look to some political Moses to go 
it for them, they may later find to their unspeakable sorrow, 
that this very man of many plausible promises, may become 
the ruthless dictator, whose armed lackeys will help to outlaw 
all the present established and legalized rights of labor. 

The effective and sensible answer to all this is more 
organization. Yes, much more organization, and tremendously 
more effective organization. 

The situation which confronts labor right now, can be 
expressed with three words. These three words are: | 

Organize or perish. 


Visit neighbors or others who should be members of 
organized labor and give them reasons why they should 


belong.

uation as it now is, unless it gets 
something worse.”

$80,000,000 Pay Boost 
For Railway Employes 


Washington.—Hmployes of  rail- 
roads in the United States received 
what is estimated to be an $80,000,- 
000 wage increase on April 1, when 
their wages were restored to the 
1931 rate. The increase put into 
effect a return of the last half of 
a 10 per cent cut in pay made in 
1932. 

One year ago an agreement was 
negotiated with the railroad execu- 
tives by the railroad brotherhoods 
and the standard railroad unions 
for the gradual restoration of the 
old wage rate. Under the agreement 
one-fourth of the 1932 cut was re- 
stored last July, one-fourth on Jan- 
uary 1 and the remainder on April 1. 


Sunday Radio Ads Banned 


Ottawa, Can.—Sales talks or spot 
advertising on Sundays were pro- 
hibited over Canadian stations by 
the Canadian Radio Commission. 
The regulation, it was pointed out, 
will not only ban sales talks on 
Sunday which originate in Canada 
but will also ban similar talks over 
outlets in Canada of the National 
Broadcasting Company and the Col- 
umbia Broadcasting System. Officials 
of the commission explained that 
the new rule will not prevent the 
mere sponsoring of the program by 
an advertiser, but all mention of 
specific products will be barred.

schools. 

With a three million pound better 
education fund at its disposal the 
committee is developing a project 
for a combined playing field and 
open-air class-room in the outskirts 
of the world’s metropolis. Early in 
the morning complete classes and 
teachers will leave the regular school 
buildings and do their work in the

open-air classroom constructed along 
the lines of the’ standard park shel- 
ter.

The ‘health of schoul children is 
likewise receiving special consider- 
ation. They will be weighed six 
months until they are twelve years 
of age. Four nutritional centers are 
being constructed in the- London 
area, to which children who, do not 
reach the prescribed weight stand- 
ard will be sent. 

The committee has also adopted 
the’ progressive policy of reducing 
the size of classes. Official returns 
show that in London there are still 
44 classes with over 50 children on 
the roll and 5,810 with between 40 
and 50 out of a total of 14,300 
classes. In addition to providing 
more efficient instruction for the 
children, the reduced size of the 
classes will give employment to a 
number of jobless teachers.
